Convention ot the I. & Church ot the
Diocese of Pennsylvania convened at St, An-
drew's Church.

It will be remembered that gince the last
Annual Convention the I)iocce of Pittsbur? has
been erected out of the orlgiual Diocese ot the
State. In the absence of the Uielit Rev. William
Bacon Stevens, 1. 1)., Bishop, now soiournins; In
Italy lor his health, the chair was temporarily
tilled by the Rev. John A. Childs, Secretary of
the Convention. A 1st of the clergy entitled to
teats In the Convention was called. Th names
of the lay delegates accredited bv certificates,
three from each parish, weie read, and those
present took their seats.

The Convention then proceeded to an election
for President. On motion f William Welsh,
Eetj., Rev. M. A. Do Writ Howe, D. 1).. of St.
Luke's Church, Thiladrlphla, vat romlnated,
and was unanimously elected vim voce. On
assuming the Chair, Dr. Howe said:
